Provided aUvavs, That anv Perfon or Perfons who may have been com- 
nelled bv mevitab'le Neceffity to commit any of the Oftences aforelaid, upon 
hroof of ihch inevitable hie’ceirity, thall be exculed and juftified, provided 
that no Ihch inevitable Neceffity lhall juftify or excuie any luch Perfon 
or Perfons, milcfs he, die, or they (hall, within Ten Days, if not preveirted 
bv aftual Force or Slcknefs, and then within Seven Days after luch
